Ths  !.oveinber' survey  of  the  adequac;y'  01  food  supplies  shoves  for  th'i  country  as  a 
Tfhole  that  supplies  of  major  food  items  are  meeting  the  demand  in  a  lar^'ar  pro- 
portion of  the  reporting  areas  than  during  the  previous  month.    Hoviever,  supplies 
of  canned  fruits,  tomatoes-,  fro^^en  strav/oerries  and  lima  beans,  raisins,  dry  beans ^ 
fresh  ani  cured  ham  and  shoulder,  salted  fat  cuts,  bacon,  canned  meats,"  canned 
fish,  marj'^arine,  lard,  shortening,  salad  oils,  laundry  soap,  V'.-ashing  powders,  rice 
and  corn  meal  v.'ere  not  sufficient  to  )rLeat  general  demands.    The  supply  of  sugar 
v:as  not  meeting  ration  deniand.    All  other  items  reported  v/ere  generally  adequate 
or  surplus.    Grapefruit  juice,  orange  juice,  orange-grapefruit  blended  juice,  fres 
oranges,  cabbage",  beef  steaxvs  and  roasts  and  liairiburger  vrere  generally  adequa.te, 
and  10  per  cent  or  more  of  ti:e  areas  reported  a  surplus,    Irish  potatoes  ivere  re- 
ported as  surplus  in  39  to  81+  per  cent  of  the  areas  in  each  region. 

The  182  reports  summarized  j.n  this  analysis  are  based  on  information  gathered  by 
field  representatives  of  the  ?\iA  during  the  first  v:eek  of  November  at  meetings  of 
food  advisory  committees  and  by  direct  coi.imunication  ivith  the  food  trades.  The 
number -of  area  "reports  received  from  eact:  of  tiie  five  regions  is  as  follo'/Ts: 
Northeast  23,  Midvrest  50,  South  38,  Sout.hT/est  i+0,  and  Yifest  31. 

The  analysis,  as  in  the  past,  is  divided  into  T:hree  parts.    Part  I  is  a  narrative 
summary  of  the  month's  developments.    Fart  II  sets  forth  pei-centage  figures  for 
each  region,  dividing  commodities  into  tbree  groups:     generally  scarce,  generally 
adequate,  and  unbalanced.    It  must  be  remembered  that  these    percentages  are  based 
on  the  number  of  areas  reporting  ti.e  situation,  rather  than  on  quantitative 
measures.    Furthermore,  each  area  report  is  given  equal  vraight  in  computing  re- 
gional and  U.S.  totals.    Part  III  s:iOv,'s  the  food  availability  situation  in  28 
selected  localities. 


The  three  categories  of  adsquacy  of  su /dies  used  in  this  survey  are  defined  as 
follows : 

Scarce:         Supply  is  less  than  tnree-quarters  of 
c  ur r  e  nt  de  man  d . 

Adequate:  Supply  is  m.ore  than  tnree-quarters  of  cur- 
rent demand  but  not  sufficiently  in  excess 
of  demiand  to  cause  excessive  inventories.

Fruits  and  Vep;etables 

Canned  Fruits  j    Although  canned  fruits  renained  generally  scarce  triroughout 
the  country,  there  y:ere  significant  increases  in  the  proportion  of  areas 
reporting  supplies  sufficient  to  r.eet  demand.     Fnait  cocktail  v/as  reported 
scarce  in  72  per  cent  of  thie  ar-:.as  during  early  l-ovtiaber  as  compared  to  95 
per  cent  the  previous  month;  peaches  r^re  scarce  in  hi  p-yr  cent  compared  to  78 
per  cent  a  month  agOo    Some  improvement  in  the  availability  of  pears  was  ob- 
served; hov;ev>^r,  87  per  cent  of  the  areas  still  r^^ported  them  as  scarce.  Pine- 
apple remained  scarce  in  practically  all  reporting  ar^.aso 

Canned  Juice:    Supplies  of  grapefruit  juice^  orange  juice,  and  orange-grapefruit 
blended  juice  were  reported  generally  adequate  or  surplus  throughout  the  country 
as  a  whole.    Grapefruit  juice  was  reported  surplus  in  30  per  cent,  orange  juice 
in  27  per  cent,  and  orange- grapefruit  blended  juice  in  26  p.,.r  cent  of  the  re- 
porting areas.    This  is  a  marked  increase  over  the  rumber  reporting  surplus  a 
month  earlier.    The  supply  of  tomiato  juice  was  sufficient,  to  meet  the  demand  in 
90  per  cent  of  the  areas  compared  T.dth  Sh  per  cent  in  early  October,  Pineapple 
juice  was  reported  scarce  in  97  p-r  c^nt  of  the  areas,  approxim.atc-ly  the  same  as 
in  recent  months « 

Canned  Vegetables:     Canned  vegetable  supplies  vn.re  generally  meeting  the  demand 
for  the  country  as  a  vrhole  and  a  gr.:-ater  percentage  of  thj  areas  reported  ade- 
quate or  surplus  supplies  during  Novijmber  than  during  the  previous  month.  Canned 
green  beans,  canned  corn,  and  canned  peas  v;ure  adequate  or  surplus  in  95,  82, 
and  97  ptJr  cent  of  the  reporting  areas,  respectively,  compared  Y.dth  91,  32,  and 
95  per  cent  for 'October.     Caniied  tomatoes  were  adequate  in  36  per  cent  of  the 
areas  in  early  ITov-^mb'jr  as  com.pared  to  19  p^-r  cent  during  October. 

Frozen  Foods:    Irozen  fruits  and  v.jgctables  generally  were  r.ore  readily  available 
than  a  month  ago*    Apricots , Vv^ore  ad^^quate  or  surplus  in  '66  pjr  cent  of  the  re- 
porting areas  and  peaclics  in  81;  per  cent.  Frozen  strav/burries  were  scarce  in  I;6 
per  cent  of  the  reporting  areas  as  compared  to  60  per  cent. the  previous  month. 
Frozen  lima  beans  were  scarce  in  1;0  per  Cent  of  the  rep  dating  areas  compared  with 
58  per  cent  in  early  October,     Frozen  snap  beans,  eorn,  pe-as,  and  spinach  were 
adequate  or  surplus  in  93,  90,  95,  and  96  per  cent  of  the  reporting  areas, 
respectively. 

Fresh  Foods :    Supplies  of  Irish  potatoes,  oranges,  and  cabbage  were  adequate  or 
surplus  in  practically  all  reporting  areas.    For  the  country  as  a  whole,  51 
p  ;r  cent  of  the  areas  reported  a  surplus  of  potatoes,  Ih  per  cent  reported  a 
surplus  of  cabbage,,  and  10  per  cent  reported  a  surplus  of  oranges,  potatoes 
were  reported  surplus  in  at  least  39  per  cent  of  the  areas  in  each  of  the  five 
regions.     The  South  and  the  lvlidv/-est  reported  a  surplus  of  cabbage  in  18  and  22 
per  cent  of  the  areas,  respectively.     Oranges  were  reported  surplus  in  10,  12, 
and  13  per  cent  of  the  areas  in  the  Southwest ,  ■  Mdwest,  and  South,  respectively. 

Dried  Foods:  For  the  country  as  a  whole,  the  su.pply  of  dried  prunes  vras  meeting 
the  demand  in  68  per  cent  of  the  reporting  areas  during  early  November.  Raisins 
were  more  readily  available  generally  during  Fovi.'mber  than  a  month  eai-lier,  but 
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still  wore  scarce  in  hS  p^-r  cent  of  the  reporting  areas.    Dry  beans  were  scarce 
in  70  per  cent  of  the  reporting  areas  compared  ■'."dth  93  per  cent  the  previous 
month . 

Meats ;    During  early  Novtanber  beef  and  veal  supplies  v/ere  reported  adequate  or 
surplus  in  95  to  93  per  cent  of  the  reporting  areas  throughout  the  country, 
vriiilc  a  month  ago  practically  all  areas  reported  these  items  as  scarce.  Pork 
loins,  chops,  and  roasts  were  generally  adequate  for  the  country  as  a  v/hole, 
ha';evor,  supplies  v^ere  scarce  in  hi  p<^r  cent  of  the  southv/estem  and  3ci  per- 
cent of  the  v;estern  reporting  areas.    Fresh  ham  and  shoulder  were  scarce  in 
only  37  per  cent  of  the'  areas  in  November  as  compared  to  100  per  cc-jnt  in  early 
October,     Cured  ham  and  shoulder  and  salted  fat  cuts  were  inadequate  to  meet  the 
demand  in  about  three-quarters  of  the  reporting  areas.    Bacon  vras  reported  scarce 
in  91  per  cent  and  canned  meats  in  66  per  cent  of  the  reporting  areas.  Supplies 
of  cold  cuts  were  reported  as  sufficient  to  meet  the  demand  in  93  per  cent  of 
the  areas.    Surplus  supplies  of  fresh  cuts  of  pork  and  fresh  ham  and  shoulder 
were  reported  in  11  per  cent  of  the  areas  in  the  midwest.    Beef  cuts  were  report- 
ed surplus  in  over  10  per  cent  of  the  areas  in  the  Northeast  and  Midv^osto 

Fish ;    During  early  Novcanber  90  per  cent  of  the  areas  reported  adequate  or-  sur- 
plus supplies  of  fresh  and  frozen  fish  as  compared  to  69  P'-'r  cent  in  Octobero 
Hov^ever,  canned  salmon, tuna,  and  sardines  were  scarce  in  practically  all  report- 
ing areas , 

Dairy  Products;    Butter  supplies  vrere  meeting  the  demand  in  9h  per  cent  of  the 
reporting  areas  compared  to  76  per  cent  in  Octoberc     Cheeses  (all  types)  were 
adequate  or  surplus  in  91  per  cent  of  the  areas.    Evaporated  milk  was  reported 
adequate  or  surplus  in  66  per  cent  of  the  reporting  areas,  compared  with  80 
p^r  cent  a  month  earlier. 

Fats  and  Oils ;    There  was  little  change  from  early  October  in  the  availability 
of  fats  and  oils,    ivlargarine  v^as  reported  scarce  in  9^  per  cent  and  lard  in 
59  per  cent  of  the  reporting  areas.     Shortening  and  salad  oils  continued  scarce 
in  practically  all  areas. 

Soaps ;  Soaps  and  v/ashing  powders  still  were  scarce  in  practically  all  reporting 
areas,  shovdjig  no  change  in  availability  from  a  month  earlier* 

Sugar  ?    Some  improvement  in  the  sugar  situation  over  early  October  was  reported. 
For  the  country  as  a  whole  only  31  per  cent  of  the  areas  reported  sugar  as 
scarce  compared  Vifith  5l  per  cent  a  month  earlier,     Hovrever,  the  Northeast  and 
South  continued  to  report  general  shortages  vdth  87  and  8l  per  cent  respectively 
of  the  areas  in  these  regions  indicating  sugar  as  scarce.     In  the  ".;'est  sugar 
continued  to  be  adequate  to  meet  ration  dem.and  and  in  the  Midwest  and  Southwest 
over  86  per  cent  of  the  areas  reported  adequate  supplies. 

Other  Item.s  ;    Shell  eggs  were  reported  adequate  or  surplus  in  93  per  cent  of  the 
reporting  areas  as  cor.pared  to  Qh  per  cent  the  previous  month.    Chicken  was 
adequate  or  surplus  in  practically  all  areas.     In  the  Northeast  it  vns  reported 
surplus  in  17  per  cent  of  thj  areas.     Rice  remained  generally  scarce  throughout 
the  country  v;ith  88  per  cent  of  the  areas  reporting  it  as  scarce.     Corn  meal 
Supplies  were  reported  scarce  in  3k  per  cent  of  the  areas  in  Nov  jmber  cc  mpar--^ 
to  50  per  cent  in  October.    V;lieat  flour  and  bread  were  i-epoi-h.-d  ad^x^jn-^t-c-  uv 
surplus  in  practically  all  areas.
